WASIIINGTOX, Oct. 9.— Tha crisis of 


the China-Japan war is looked for with- 
in the next I0d»fsor two weeks by 
those most interested and best informed 
on the contest. The legations of the 
two coontries are expecting daily 'to 
hear that the decisive battle has been 
fought. This is based on the fact that 
the Japanese have been gradually clos- 
ing iu around Pekia, aad the invading 
army is compelled by force of circum- 
stances to strike their blovir a't once or 
not at all. The intense cold which 
conies on about the middle of October 
makes this imperative. 


Tb». Japanese climate ia yery mild, 


even in winter, and the Japanese troops 
are wholly unprepared lor the rigorous 
climate about Pckiu, which is due with- 
in frp'o weeks. The Ohineso look upon 
this us one of their -flef eiis.es,- and' the 
Japanese f ally appreciate that it com- 
pels them to concentrate their campaign 
for this year into the nest f ew weeks, 
and, if possible, days. For that reapin 
they are expected to make heroic efforts 
to decide the contest at once. They ore 
without the heavy clothing, camp 
'eqnipmeuts, etc., for a campaign in tuo 
bitter cold.

FOREIGN RESIDENTS

A JTolMk Froteetiou of Them Will Soon Be 


Accomplished. 


LONDON, Oct. 9.—A dispatch to The 


Standard from Berlin sars that the ne- 
gotiations of the powers with 
the 


United States, with a view to the joint 
protection'of their subjects in China, 
are said to be much advanced by the, 
Anglo-3?rench agreement on the sub- 
ject, and a general entente may shortly 
be expected.

That Detailed Description of the Chlno- 


J«pan««e Battle oa July 14. 


' SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 9.—The Ex- 
aminer had a two-column article show- 
ing very conclusively that the New 
York Snn's naval duel story of Satur- 
day morning was a cold blooded fake 
concocted by two tramp newspaper meu 
who had been dead-beating it here for 
six months past and that -the alleged 
battle never occurred. A similar story 
was printed Monday morning of 6,000 
words giving graphic details of alleged 
naval fight off Coreau coast on July 14 
in which three Chinese and two Jap- 
anese vessels were sunk. Itoomesfrom 
the same author and there can be no 
doubt that it is a fake. It i» full of in- 
consistencies, .among them "being the 
fact that most of the vessels alleged to 
have been sank on July 14 participated 
in the Yalu river fight on Sept. 13.

vention to order. Dr. T. G. Baton 
opened tho convention with prayer 
JSUxyor Taylor then delivered an ad- 
Oress:of welcome to tha visitors. Colo- 
nel KM. 
Kelly, editor of The Com- 


mercial, welcomed the "typos" on be- 
half of the press, and Mr. H. A, Boies 
president of the local Typographical 
union, ou behalf of the local printers. 


President Prescott, iu,, his annual re- 
port, stated that the membership of the 
organization has increased during tho 
past year by over 1,000. exclusive of 1,000 
Crerman-speaking printers who affiliated 
ia accordance with the agreement ap- 
proved by the ploboscite. Nearly every 
principal city in the country is repre- 
sented by the new charters issued. 
Financially the union is in excellent 
shape, the general fund continuing to 
accumulate. Despite the 
prevailing 
conditions the receipts have more than 
equaled expenditures. Reference is made 
to the failure of the Indianapolis bank, 
in which the funds of tho union were 
deposited, aud it is figured' out that aft- 
er the final dividend has been declared 
the union will sustain a net loss of about 
$12,000. With the idea of reducing this 
amount suit has been instituted against 
tho directors as individuals. 


The report deals with the pressmen 


imbroglio, with the condition of tho 
printers' home at Colorado Springs and 
with the question of shorter hours. On 
the latter the report refers to the defeat 
of the proposition making nine hours a 
day's work, and continues: "It is evi- 
dent that the causes which go to make 
shorter hoturs such a necessity at this 
time also serve to impart hope to the op- 
position, and should warn us that ade- 
quate preparation is more necessary 
than ever. In a business where the 
profits are not only inordinate, ami in 
•which the cost of material and rent are 
such potent factors iu the cost of pro- 
duction, it is- futile to suppose that em- 
ployers will make a change so long as 
there is a seeming opportunity for suc- 
cessful resistance. 


"Therefore, it will be a duty to form- 


ulate some plan for submission to the 
membership which contains, as a pre- 
requisite to the adoption of a shorter 
work day, a . means for accumulating a 
large fund for the purpose of prosecuting 
the fight. Tho most cursory observer 
of recent events in tho labor world muse 
be convinced that to overlook this most 
essential feature will be o, prelude to a 
worse state than the existing one. 
Though the industrial outlook is not an 
encouraging one just now, yet this is 
the proper time to make preparations. 
Now is the time to buckle ou our armor 
and. -prepare for the fray." 


Tho first business was the reception 


of the report of the law -committee. 
The report recommended the adoption 
of various important amendments to 
the law, which have been under consid- 
eration since the last session. On the 
recommendation of President Prescott, 
Article 
17 of the constitution was 


stricken out and a new section substi- 
tuted. It relates altogether to certifi- 
cates of membership and withdrawal 
cards, and provides for withdrawal . 
cards for those who quit the business 
and exempts them from the payment of 
dues. A member of tlie union can not 
get a withdrawal card oil the ground of I 
inability to pay dues or to economize 
expenses. 


Tho union, by a vote of 75 to 25, re- 


fused to extand the terms of the officers 
from one year to two years, as recom- 
mended by the president. It also re- 
fused to change the annual meetings to 
biennial meltings as recommended by 
the president and committee on laws. 
. "When the question of changing tlie 
law, making the death benefit f60 in- 
stead of $50. as at present, came up, con- 
siderable discussion resulted. One dele- 
gate wanted to make it $75, and others 
were even opposed to increasing it from 
$50 to $00. Various delegates pointed 
out the.diffieulty of increasing ihe per 
capita tar during the present hard 
times. The clerk read from tlie report 
of the president recommending an in- 
crease from $50 to $00 in death benefits. 
Finally the union decided to leave the 
death benefit at $50, the committee's re- 
port to increase it not being concurred . 
in.At 13:80 o'clock the convention ad- 
journed out of respect to the memory of 
George W. Childs and Aiithony J. 
Drexel. 
In the afternoon, at 2:30, there was 


a street parade. In this parade was tho

union in the person of Mr. James K, 
Watson of this city. Mr. Watson is t>2 
years of age. The parade was followed 
by an entertainment provided for the 
Visitors at Music Hall.

Kind* of Liquor*, 


.• IntarpE«ted fey the Ohio Wine and 
Spirit Association and Endomsd by 
Gommiivipner. 


The notices recently received by 


iquor dealers tnroughout the State 
egardlng the proper labeling 
of 


iquors. has caused a great difference 
n opinion as to wha.t was to be done 
o that the law would be conformed 
with. The Ohio Slpirit and Vine 
Association has setut out the foliow- 
ng synopsis of the law which .has 
jeen endorsed by food commissioner 
McNeal, as filling tbe requirements. 


.For the benefit of Lima dealers,, 


ihe contents of the circular are here 
appended: 


BLAOKBEKRY BRANDT AKD 
COB- 


DIATB.—Blackberry can not be sold 
u the State of Ohia under the name 
of "Blackberry Wine," because It is 
not the fermented juice of black- 
berries. It 
can not be sold as 


'Blackberry Brandy," because It is 
not 
distilled 
from 
blackberries. 


'Blackberry Cordial" can not be sold 
a the State of Ohio* unless it is made 
entirely from blackberries. 


No cordials of any kind can be sold 


f they contain any salicylic acid or 
other antiseptic, a.nd glucose must 
not be used in the manufacture of 
them. 


Every article must be sold for ex- 


actly what it is. For instance: 
Gin 


must not be sold for "Holland" gin, 
unless it is manufactured in Holland, 
and "Cognac" or "French" brandy 
must not be sold unless it is manu- 
factured in France, and "Jamaica" or 
:Santa Cruz" rum must not be sold 
under the name unless it is im- 
ported. 


The sale of brandy is prohibited, 


unless it is distilled from grapes or 
rape juice, and when manufactured 


this country it must not be sold as 


foreign brandy: and apple and peach 
brandy must not be sold unless dis- 
tilled from the fruit. 


WINES.—The laws of Ohio on the 


subject of wines are very clear and 
very strict. Pure wine must be tbe 
fermented, juice of tbe grape and 
nothing else, and.only sncli wines caa 
be sold and branded or labled as 
"Pure Wine." 


When, however, processes of clari- 


fication have been used, or white or 
crystalized sugar have been added, 
then the laws of Ohio say that such 
wines must be sold, branded and 
labeled as "Wine," and the word 


Pure" must not be used. 
All sweet catawba, sherry or port 


wines, imported or native, and all 
wines sweetened or fortified must be 
sold as "Compounded Wine," and 
must be so branded and labeled. 


Every bottle of wine held in stock 


must be labeled according to all the 
above instructions, and the letters 
used for labels on bottles mast uot be 
less tban one-quarter of an inch high. 


All cases, kegs, barrels, casks and 


so forth, containing wines must be 
marked on both ends as "Wine" or 


Compounded Wine," as the case may 


be, In black letters not less than one 
Incli high, and all that is here said as 
to labeling Dattles holds good as tu 
jugs, flasks or any other receptacle in 
which it is sold or delivered. 


All wines which are not manufac- 


tured of grape juice are considered 
adulterated. 


All wines, whether pure grape 


juice or not, If found to contain sali- 
cylic acid of any other antiseptic for- 
bidden by law, or artificially charged 
with carbonic acid gas, are considered 
adulterated, and the manufacture and 
sale of all such wines Is absolutely 
prohibited. 


LIQUORS.—Ever}' jug, bottle, Hask, 


keg, barrel or other receptacle con- 
taining Intoxicating liquors, Imported 
or domestic (wines excepted), and any 
vessel or receptaclci in which Intoxi- 
cating liquor is sold or delivered, 
must be labeled or branded with tbe 
words "Containing no poisonous drugs 
or other added poison," together with 
the name ot the person or firm pre- 
paring the package. 


When a dealer sells a keg, jug, 


bottle or any other package which if 
already labeled or branded by the per- 
son or firm which lias produced the 
same, then the dealer need not pul 
on hie own label or brand or name 
but when the dealer nils any keg 
jug, bottle, flask oir any other recep 
tacle from another package, then he 
must put the label or brand with bis 
own name on such keg, jug, bottle 
flask, or any other receptacle in which 
lie sells or delivers the goods.

Unless you can arrest that slip- 
pery sylph ot opulent fragrance or pre- 
vent the entoro escape from your coffee- 


it beforo serving you are no expert, 
it a bnnglor. 
The amount of badly made coffee that 


la inflicted on the public is simply enor- 
mous. Oue connoisseur .nays that^there 
are not 20 places in. New York, ontside 
of private houses, where a first rate onp 
of coffee can be counted on. Another 
man about town says this is a grow ex- 
aggeration, declaring that no man It 
«ure of a fine cup of coffee in more than 
half a dozen places in this city. Coffee, 
to be fit for civilized drinking, should 
be mode, he asserts, on the principle of 
"little and often." Size in art is of all 
lizes, and bulk in coffee making rocs 
tha risk of a dreadful discount in the 
appreciation of the learned. 


The best kind of coffeepot is ouo 


that has a filter. They can be had of 
many sizes and shapes, all the way from 
simplicity to an extreme of elegance. 
To secure a good infusion quickly the 
ground coffee should be placed in the 
cylinder on top of the coffeepot, ths 
strainer should be pressed down cm top 
of the coffee, and the boiling water 
should TJG pourOd over so that the infu- 
sion runs slowly. 
While it filters tha 


pot" ought to stand in a vessel containing 
very hot water, BO that tlie infusion 
may keep a high degree of heat without 
allowing it to boil. Boiling i» the spoil- 
ing of coffee. 


If yon are making coffea for a gr.od 


many, take \% pounds of Java, l>jt of 
Maraoaibo, a pound of Mooha and 7 
gallons of watei. The Mocha, which is 
meant for the aroma or bouquet, should 
have been but slightly roasted; tha Mar 
acaibo, which is for color, should be 
well roasted, and the Java, which ii for 
body and effect, should be roasted jnst 
between the two. 


Cafe a la Turqne is mode in a pecnl 


lar way and only appreciated by pecul- 
iar people. The recipe for its compo- 
sition is this: Take Java and Mocha in 
equal proportions; grind 
and pam 


through a very fine sieve. Pat ordinary 
black coffee, as many cups aa needed, in 
k coffeepot, and for each onp add a tea- 
gpoonful of the sifted coffee and a lump 
of sugar. Boil this for two minutes; 
then take it off and pour in a little cold 
water to settle it. After it has stood a 
few minutes serve it with powdered 
angar. 


Iced coCfeo, in New York style, ia 


merely cafe noir that has been cooled hi 
a china freezer by placing ica around it, 
slightly snlted. For what is called 
mixed coffee a pint of milk, a gill ol 
cream, a gill of sirup and a quart of 
black coffee subjected to the same cool- 
ing process and served when jnst this 
Bids of freezing is considered a proper 
caper by nil who are not real coffee 
connoisseurs. 


Brandy coffee is prepared by some In 


the same way—a Rill of brandy and 8 
ounces of sugar to tho quart of coffee 
taking tbo place of the other ingre- 
dients. 
But brandy coffee to most per- 


sons means n cup of cafe noir, over 
which a spoonful of brandy, poured on 
a lump of sugar, has been burnt Just 
aa the blue fringed golden llamo is ex- 
piring the spoon should slip into the 
ooffeo, and after one deft stir the con- 
tents of the cup should glide down the 
gladdened throat. 


A sherbet of coffee is quite fashion- 


able now and quite delicious if properly 
made. To a quart of coffee add a quart: 
of double cream and 12 ounces of sugar, 
and if you wish to be very chic add a 
few drops of vanilla essence. Then put 
this in a freezer with salted ioe sur- 
rounding, keep the sides free as fast as 
the ice begins to cling, and when it hm 
reached congelation serve in glasses. 


Another fashion of coffee drinking, 


which was first introduced into thi« 
country by tho Mexicans at the New 
Orleans exposition 10 years ago, and 
which is held in high esteem by some 
bon vivants, is to mako coffee in the 
French way without boiling and then 
mix it with tho very richest chocolate, 
half and half, or one to two, or two t* 
one, the second proportion being per- 
haps tho most frequent. This ia to be 
served with whipped cream topped with 
a little sugar dust. The Mexicans used 
to use the Soconosco chocolate, which Is 
mads with a cinnamon addition and ii 
rich beyond description. 


In spite of the injunction about gild- 


ing refined gold or painting the lily, 
restless humanity haa attempted to im- 
prove on coffee in worse ways than hy 
marrying it to chocolate. For instance, 
tako cafe au Kirsch, which is made by 
shaking up black coffee, cracked ice and 
Kirach wasser in proportions to suit tha 
taste. By devotees of the benign Ara- 
bian berry this is considered a profana- 
tion and eschewed accordingly, but for 
physical and mental depression, if cine 
is not a habitual ooffeo drinker, it la * 
pick me up of rare potency. 


Ooffeo is not a food, but a stimulant 


and an antidote against some kinds d 
poisoning, its excessive use produces a 
trembling of the hands and a disease oi 
the optic nerves. To keep one awake 
and to help oiio endure fatigue or expo- 
sure to rough weathrr there is probably 
no equal to coffeo, except possibly the 
cacao plant of the Peruvians. 
Coffee 


and tobacco—-which we owe to the 
Arab and tho Indian—are the heavenlj 
twins in the eyes of every true bohe- 
mian. But, like all blessings, they may 
become a curae. —New York World,

When you lean 
out of your carriage window and Mss 
your hand to your mother on the 
doorstep, you are following an old 
habit of the Persian sun worshipers, 
who first laid their hands on their 
mouths and then lifted them toward 
the sun. 


Nowadays, in England, those who 


are presented to the queen kiss her 
hand, which is a token of reverence 
and submission as old as the daya oi 
the Trojan war, when King Priam 
kissed Achilles' hand as he asked for 
the body of his brave dead son Hec- 
tor. 
Julius Ciesar, the great con- 


queror, never permitted the common 
folk to kiss his hand, but in his pres- 
ence they kissed their own hands. 
In Marocco no one in the presence of 
tie emperor mentions the-number 
five, b<ffiause it represents the hand 
that holds the scepter and power. 
The Turks call the hand an emblem 
of the Creator. The 1-1 knuckles rep- 
resent the beads of their rosary, and 
the five fingers their five great rules 
for religious life. 


Among the early Christians the 


thumb, first and second fingers were 
thought to signify God, his Son and 
the Holy Ghost, and that is why 
those three fingers are held up when 
priests in the Catholic church give 
what is called an episcopal blessing. 
Long ago iu marriages the ring was 
in turn slipped over tho thumb, first 
and second fingers, and finally left on 
the third, to show that the man gave 
his allegiance first to the Holy Trin- 
ity and lastly to his wife. Itwa 
then that people believed the third 
finger was possessed of unusual vir- 
tues, because a rich, pure vein of 
blood ran from its bottom knuckle to 
the heart. It was made the ring fin- 
ger for that reason, and in times of 
plagues doctors mixed their drugs 
with it, thinking it the only finger 
free from mint. 


In thesi later days it has been 


found out that there is no vein run- 
ning as was believed, but it remains 
the marriage finger by custom. 
Per- 


haps one of the strangest supersti- 
tions about hands is that a century 
ago it was believed that the hand of 
a man who had been hung would 
cure warts if touched by an afflicted 
person, and that the hand of a mau 
dead on the gallows would open the 
strongest lock if merely touched to 
the keyhole, moving the bolts with- 
out a sound, and housebreakers were 
supposed to carry such a hand among 
their tools.—St. Louis Republic.

This apparatus is both a useful 


plaything for children and p.n. object 
of serious thought for students. 
Every young"geographer in can- pri- 
mary schools Would delight to follow 
with his eyes, on this little artificial 
world, the marvelous evolutions of 
the -water of the oceans. Every 
earnest investigator, into the phe- 
nomena of nature would be surprised 
at the facts revealed by this simple 
'instrument and would perhaps be 
disposed to question the value of cer- 
tain notions on the physics of the 
globe which till now he has held 
without questioning. 


The marine globe would facilitate 


the teaching of geography, so far as 
the sea currents are concerned, and 
the modifications these^^ect in cli- 
mate regardless of latitude. It may 
also aid navigation and furnish hy- 
drography with valuable data for 
the co-ordinating and completing 
of the experimental study of'ma- 
rine currents, their origin, their mu- 
tual relations, their temperature, 
their fauna, etc. Finally, it seems to 
me, it may promote the science of 
physics, because it is, as concerns the 
liquid element, the material demon- 
stration of this hypothesis which led
